etfort to revise the proposed fron- 
tiers. 


Faithful to her Big- Four com- 


mitments, Russia cast her ballot 
against the boundary revisions, 
even though some of them were 
proposed by the Slav bloc, which 
she frequently has backed.

spokesmen said the price of 100 
pounds of live hog should equal 
at least 10 bushels of corn to 
make _ hog- 
feeding 
profitable. 


Last year at this time the ratio 
was 12.2 to 1. 


Figures used in the ratio, how- 


-ever, are based on old crop corn. 
This is selling around $1.90 a 
bushel here. Bid prices on new 
crop corn are well below that 
figure at around $1.45 to $1.50 
for delivery in October. 


A bumper corn crop, largest on 


record, is reaching maturity in the 
main corn belt, grain experts said. 
They added that about two more 
weeks of frost-free weather was 
needed to make the crop safe 
from frost damage.

Wallace bowed out of the cabi- 


net with the terse announcement 
that "I shall continue to fight for 
peace." 
His aides told reporters, 


however, that he "will make no 
campaign speeches this fall." 


In Paris it was announced Sec- 


retary of State Byrnes will issue 
no statement "either now or lat- 
er" on the ouster of Henry A. Wal- 
lace as Secretary of Commerce. 


("He hasn't said anything since 


the whole affair started, and he 
is not going- to say anything now," 
an aide .said.) 


Mr. Truman gave hig "full en- 


dorsement" to the policies being- 
pursued at the Paris Peace Con- 
ference 
by Secretary of State 


Byrnes and the American delega- 
tion. 


"Our foreign policy as estab- 


lished by the congress, the presi- 
dent and the secretary of state 
remains in full force and effect 
without change," the president de- 
clared. 


While solidifying American fo- 


reign policy abroad, the cabinet 
upheaval was viewed as presaging 
a possible split in the Democratic 
party's

seats this November.
